It Aoitria des ir ed on enargetie policy she 
must, in spite of tba oondition of bar finances, 
grantee the war department tbeneceesary 
reeources. E^>luteness meant peace, while 
a weak and yielding course rendered war 
certain. 

HeiT Von Tisza, tba Hungarian premier, 
said be fully concurred m the opinion that 
tbe pacific tone of Emperor William'B speech 
did not release them from the duty of devel- 
oping their own strength. The declaration* 
of Emperor William since his accPNsion bad 
itrengtbenud their attachment and their con- 
fidence in the alliance, as well a^ thuir ven- 
eration for tbe leading statesman of Uer- 

nuuiy. 

Tba "energetic policy" to which Count 
Apponyl n>fers i» that which Aiistro- Hun- 
gary is pursuing in regard to the Balkan 
statea She is vigorously pushing her in- 
fluence there as against Russia, of whom at 
the present time she haa the advantage. The 
likee and dislikee of tbe people are less con- 
sidered than the government's. It is neces- 
sary to show Ring Milan, of Servia; Charles, 
of Roumania, and Prince Ferdinand, of 
Bulgaria, that she is sufQcieutly strong to 
protect their autonomy as against Russia. 

She finds it also necessary to intimidate 
the prince of .Mnntem^gro and keep a firm 
bold on her latest dependencies, Hosnia and 
Herzegovina. Her "energetic policy" must 
certainly lead to war, if, as there is no doubt, 
Russia persista ia pothlag hoT poUof iB tho 
same states.

Mr. Oladstone's present idea is that tbe 
Tories and Uiiiouiste are now on record as 
opproving the government's conduct in Ire- 
land, thus praolioalty forcin;; tbe Unionists 
to violate their election pledges and pro^'laini 
their absorption by tbe Tories. With these 
foots, the Lil>era] leader hope.s to destroy tha 
future chances of every Unionist who stands 
for ele<-tion. 

Mr. Pornell, who likee to proceed slowly 
until ba detects a sure opportunity for a tell- 
ing blow, was of tbe opinion that a parlia- 
mentary defeat would do more harm than 
good just at present, as be had cause to be- 
live that every vote the government oould 
mnster would be brought out on this resolu- 
tion. He desired to wait until the Tories

There'll be Trouble If It Failit. 

Fahih, June 'JW. — The Journal des Hehats 
says the exact result of the suljscriptions to 
the Panama lottery loan is not yet known, 
but it is believed that the amount of applica- 
tions will equal only al>out one-half the sum 
aake<l for, ami the Hyudi<-ate whicb engage<l 
to take one-fourth of the loan if the other 
three-fourths khould be taken has been re- 
leased. The fact about the matter is, tbat 
tbe measure of conlidence in the Panama 
scheme whicb tho Kranob capitalists have 
has been creiited by De Lesseps on the 
strength of the Suez caaal success. Hence, 
tbe report of bis death a few days ago 
knocked down the Panama stock instanter 

There Is the conviction also that the gov- 
ernment having authorized the loan is bound 
to see the project a siuccess, so that the 
French public does not entertain more than 
tbe picture of the great work completed, 
afid the supposed advantage to French com- 
merce of a great ocean transit short cut 
through which Franco can lay profitable 
duty upon the tonnage of all nations Tha 
engineering diltlculties are n(/t niiich con- 
siilered, nor the fact that rival water cuts 
across tbe ibthmus are possible.
